FRIEND AT A HISTORIC 
PLACE. 



.\mong I he visitors to Washing- 
ton's Headcpi;irtei-s a few days ago, 
were David T. ivimonsioii , a deaf 
and dumb man, and Richard T. 
Clinton, w ho is not only deaf and 
dumb, but totally blind also. Mr. 
Clinton is a resident of Pough- 
keepsie and Mr. Kdmonstoti, wlio 
has evidently been away lately, was 
formerly a resilient of this city. 
Mr. Edmonston registered in the 
big book for both his friend and 
himself. He is undoubtedly well 
ver-sed in the sign-langnage, as Mr. 
Clinton is also. 

As the two passed from one ob- 
ject of iuter(>sl to another iu tho 
histoiie linihling, Mr. Eilmonston 
lield id friend by the hand. 

He des<t;i ibed the notable objects to 
.Mr. Clinton by pressure of the 
hand, and Mr. Clinton appeared t© 
be pleased with what w,HS thus com- 
municated to hitn.
